Their course 
has been one of great advancement ia physi- 
cal power, in intelligence, and in the im- 
provement of the hugher traits of human 
character 

On the other hand, the Slavonic race seems 
to possess less activity, bat a surprising power 
or force of character. This is the most nu- 
merous race of Europe and the nations 
which compose it occupy not only the largest 
portion of its territory, but the whele of Asia 
to the fity-second degree of latunde. The 
Siavome tongue extends from the banks of 
the Oder, the Pe of the Elbe, the 
borders of the Tyrol, and Italy, and the 

hores of the Adriatic eastward, to the Black 
sud Caspian seas, and even the Pacific ocean ; 
rom the frozem regions of the Northern ocean 

» the Caucasian mountains, and almost to 
the shores of the Mediterranean. The pop- 
slatiou of the Slaveme race 1s now estimated 
ut nearly eighty millions, and the territories 
shich i occupies present facilities for an in- 
lefinite imererse im its numbers, whereas 
Western Earope is even now almost over- 
stocked with inhabitants. Such being the 
fet, it is apparent that the destinies of that 
content may altimately fall into the hands 
of the Slavenic nations, These circum- 
stances attach a more than ordinary mterest 
to whatever relates to thes political imstitu- 
sons or sntellectual development. 

We have spoken of them rather minutely, 
n order to notice more particularly the extra- 
ordinary intellectual movement which is now 
taking place among the nations composing 
the Slavonic race, and to which we fiad allu- 
sion made in some of the foreign journals that 
we have received. The followmg extract will 
serve as an explanation of ut :>— 

* There is now an extraordinary intellectu- 
al movement animating all the nations be- 
longmg to the Slavome race. Every branch 
of human knowledge is culuvated with more 
or less success, according to the degree of 
civilization to which those nations have re- 
spectively arrived, but the subject which 
particalarly engages the attention of Slavonic 
writers rs the improvement of their natronal 
idioms, and the study of their national bis 
tory and antiquities Everything which re- 
lates to the past of these nations, historical 
docaments, national soegs, proverbs, &c., is 
carefully collected and publwhed, and all 
these remnants of the olden times are the 
objects of an enthusiastic veneration. This 
re-animation of the national intellect among«t 
the Slavunians is accompamed by a peculiar 
circumstance—a circumstance which may be 
productive of the most serious consequences

+» gen orally known under the name of Pan- 
siavesm, @ mame which already creates much 

»pprehension ia Germany, and begins to pro-

“The object of Panslaviem is a motual 
reconerhation and approximation of all the 
Slovonie nations, in order finally to unite 
them into one political body. This gigantic 
scheme ws ardently promoted by the leading 
writers of the different Slavonic nations, al- 
though they greatly differ about the form in 
which it ms to be accomplished. One party 
wishes fur the establishment of a confedera- 
trom, composed of all the Slavome nations, 
each of them retaining its national inde- 
pendent organization; the other party, and 
the most active of them, rejects the idea of 
confederation as bemg impracticable, and 
advocates the establishment of one great 
Siavouse empire, or at least an aggregate of 
Slavonic States, under the protection of the 
most powerful of them. This last combina- 
tion is, undoubtedly, the most feasible of the 
two, because it is much more easy to rally 
the scattered parts of the Slavonic race 
aroand the only now existing Slavonic State 

Russa) and which already comprehends 
twethirds of the whole Slavonic race, than 
to form a confederation of Slavonic nations 
shich must previously acquire an independ- 
ent poliucal existence which they do not pos 
sexs at present 

* The realization of the idea of Panslaviem, 
which rapidly gains ground amongst ail the 
Slavonsans, might be fraught with the greatest 
dangers to the rest of Europe, but partico- 
uly to Germany. A collision between the 
Siavonians and the Germans would become 
inavordable, because a Slavonic empire com- 

wed of different branches belonging to that 
race woald not be consolidated, except by es- 
tranging as mach as possible the Slavomans 
from other nations, which may be done in the 

-t effectual maanet by cootsmually appeal-

German race, from which it has suffered in- 
numerable wrongs—wrongs which have been 
admitted by all the German historians.”

The Sabbath Essential to our Physical 
Welfare. 

And can it be questioned, at this late day 
whether this recognition of the christian Sab- 
bath was the dictate of wisdom in oar fathers! 
Can it have been the result of weak-headed 
superstition ! or rather was it not the product 
of matured civil wisdom, and eulightened 
political philosophy! Do we not recogmze 
mit the actwa of minds capable of rising 
above the clouds of prejudice and sense, aud 
enjoying a clear and just perception of the 
highest interests of humanity, not only pres- 
ent, bat prospective and eternal? To decide 
this question, let as inquire, what are the in- 
fluences of the Sabbath on all the cardinal 
interests of man, in his physical, imtellectaal, 
and moral nataret What are called our phy- 
seal wants and comforts, are by far the 
larger portion of the necessities and happr- 
wess of the mass of the communny. Whether 
the observance of the Satybath tends to re- 
heve one and secare the other, therefore, 
presents useif as a most pertument maquiry to 
every friend of hus country and humanity 
This is not simply a theological or political 
question, bat a vital topic of personal and in- 
dividual economy. Physicians of eminence 
and number have attested that the necessity 
of a Sabbath is a law of oar physical natare, 
written by the finger of God on oar mental and 
bodily constuution. The Sabbath is emphat- 
ically the poor man's boon; it relieves the 
laborer from worldly toil, from corroding 
cares of business, and from incessant physi 
cal efforts, thas promoting health of body and 
vigor of mind. Experience has proved the 
universal necessity of something like a heb- 
domadal recess for permanent health and vigor 
—has evinced the claus of the seventh day 
of rest to be foanded im mature as well as 
revelation. The bow never unstrung, looses 
tts elasticity, Labor uaremitted consumes 
the vital powers of body and mad. If, there- 
fore, man has no night to conmmit sareide, he 
is not authorized to labor on the Sabbath, for 
by so doing he most abridge bia hfe. God, 
who knows what is in man, compels as to 
daily intermission of labor, by the alternation 
of day and night. But this being insufficient, 
he has appowted one rest day wa seven, by 
which the recuperative powers of the system 
are preserved and Ife prolonged 

Dr. Harrison says: “ lncessant toil wearies 
oot the energies of man's lasted strength 
All experience is expressive of this aniversal 
proposition, that a longer life and a greater 
degree of health, are the sure results of a 
careful regard to the commandment, ‘ re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy’ 
Dr. Massey of Ohio Medical College, a close 
and intelligent observer of nature, affirins 
“ There cannot be a reasonable doubt, that 
under the due observance of the Sabbath, life 
would, on the average, be prolonged more 
than one seventh of its whole " De 
Farre, im his testimony before the committee 
of the Britizh House of Commons, maintains 
these two positions : “1. That men who labor 
but six days a week, will be more healthy, 
and lie longer, than those who labor seven ; 
and 2d. ‘That they will de more work and do 
it in @ better manver.” And the distn- 
guished Dr Warren of Boston, confessedly 
standing 1 the foremost ranks of his profes 
sion, says: “I concer entirely in the apin- 
ion expressed of the highest respectability.”

Nutritive Qualities of Food. 

The relative nutritive and digestive qua! 
ities of the food we eat are matters wh) 
concern the health of every individual. Va- 
rious experiments and analyses have been 
made by competent persons to determine these 
pots, and the result of them appears to be 
as follows :— Wheat w the most nutritious of 
all substances, except ol, containing ninety- 
five parts of nutrument to five of waste matter. 
Dry peas, nuts and barley are nearly as nu- 
tritious as wheat. Garden vegetables stand 
lowest on the list, inasmuch as they contain, 
when fresh, a large portion of water. The 
quantity of waste matter is more than eight 
tenths of the whole.
